10. To see what change, if any, the town will make i in regard to conduct- 
ing the highways for the ensuing year. 

11. To see what action the town will take in regard to buying a new road 
machine. 

12. Tohear the reports of the agents, auditors, committees or officers 
heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto, and transact any other 
business that may properly come before said meeting.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


Complying with the customary requirements of the visiting committee, I 
herewith present the following report for the year ending Feb. 15, 1901: 

We have maintained during the year seven schools, with an aggregat of 
222 weeks, an increase over last year of 15 weeks. Have employed during the 
year, 12 different teachers. The whole number of children enrolled has been 
203, a loss of 14 from the enrollment of last year. 

The amount of money expended has been about $2,700. The town has 
received from. the State, under the new law, $301.68, which has been ex- 
pended in lengthening our school year, as that is one of the requirements of 
the law. 

This money is not intended to relieve, in any degree, the legal necessity of 
raising money for the maiatenance of schools, but is to be expended along 
certain lines, one of which I here mention. 
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Every town that receives aid from the State, under the new law, is closely 
watched to know what use the money is put to. If not expended as directed, 
(as I understand the law) it will be withheld in the future. 

Our teachers, as a whole, have done fairly good work. In some instances 
they have not doae all that was hoped they would do, while others have ex- 
ceeded our expectations of them. Irregular attend uce has been a great 
annoyance to all concerned, especially to the teachers. We can attribute a 
part of this, especially during the winter months, to the prevailing distemper, 
but we have no such good excuse for the great number of instances of tardi- 
ness which we find upon the register We notice upon one register, where 
the pupils numbered 21, that there were 145 tardy marks during the term. 
It does not seem really necessary for the pupils to be late quite so much. 
Parents, make an effort the coming year, and see if this cannot be overcome. 

It seems to the School Board to be one of the greatest needs of the children 
of our town, that when they have completed the course of study, as adopted 
by the school district, that we have some higher school, where they might 
attend, instead of being obliged to leave home and go among strangers, 
where they are not under home influences, and where the expense counts up 
rapidly. 

Some of the pupils in our schools today will, at the rate they are advanc- 
ing, complete the course of study long before they are of an age advis- 
able for them to be thrown out into the world. Could we not remedy all this 
by furnishing a school room in some convenient locality for the whole town, 
and establish such a school? 

The expense to each individual taxpaye would not be very heavy, and 
think of having your children under your own supery sion, until ee are 
older and better fitted to compete with the world. 

It seems to the Board if the children were duly impressed with the fact, 
that their parents, as well as the whole town, were paying for the books, ete., 
they are using every day, our expenses for school supplies would not be any- 
where near as large as at the present time, when the majority seem to be 
imbued with the idea, ‘“‘it is no matter, the town pays for it.” 

The graduating class, at the close of the last school year, did themselves 
credit, as well as their teachers. 

The parents and others interested could not help feeling the class reflected 
credit upon themselves, as well as their instructors. 

In conclusion, I would suggest to parents, the need and necessity of being 
in sympathy with the work of the teacher in school, of thoroughly informing 
yourselves of your child’s school life. 

Many times, if this duty is not fulfilled, ifany little difficulty arises between 
teacher and pupil, the blame is all thrown upon the teacher, and the pupil 
entirely exonerated by the parent, while the teacher is accorded no support, 
no sympathy. Too many parents criticise the teacher's methods, just from 
hearsay, when a visit of half a day to the school room would change the 
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most harsh critic to an ardent admirer of the methods employed by the 
teacher for the advancement of the children. . 
May the ensuing year see greater efforts made for the good and advance- 
ment of the schools by all—scholars, teachers, school board and parents.
